Judge McDowell believes that 
vifh two Inspectors, competent end 
onest men, inspecting the school 
nd watching the disposition of he 
noney of the sta'e, large some could 
■*» saved every year and the schools 
•jresit'ly benefited as well. He eays 
jliere to now no check on Ihe lwiylna 
nut of three and one-half million dol- 
lars every year to schools. The state 
nepector can not react) the leaks and 
-lie superintendent of public Instruc- 
tion can not, there being a gap wnlc'u 
much be bridged by a new law. 

"The r'-an a* proposed Is (o have ex- 
aminers for tike schools," said Judge 
McDowell. "They would work like 
bank examiners. They would go to a 
school, examine the teacher and pupils 
and records, with furl authority to de- 
mand books and receipts. This In 
speefor would ».t> that the teacher ts 
complying with the law and that the 
pupils are complying with Che law and 
also that the sahoolnouses are kept in 
proper condition. Then this examiner 
would also examine the finances of the 
school and see that the state's money 
is being paid to the right people in sfstant secretary of the Interior, 
the right amounts. The state pays out 
$3,500,000 every year for schools ami 
there Is no way to tell that all this 
money Is used to the advantage of the 
schools and It flows tn the proper chan- 
nels. 

"f would suggest that the man who 
is to be Inspector tor the west'-in dl.i 
trk-t, the state being divided into two 
districts, be Relented from the eastern 
district and a man in the eastern dl» 
trlct be from the western pan of the 
state. In this way there would not he 
any local pulls and the examiner 
would not have h>ls friends to den, with 
In making his rounds.
